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HE Liberty of the Prefs hath been 
already confidered ina great Variety 
of Lights, in this Paper. We have 
explained and afferted the Rea- 
fonablenefs and Neceflity of it, un- 
der a free Government, againit al 
the Objeétions, Mifreprefentations 
and fallacious Diftinétions, which 
have been urged to defeat, or weak- 

en it. I think We may be allowed to fay without Va- 

nity that, in this Point, at leaft. We have left our Ad- 
verfaries without one tolerable Argument on their Side 

They are obliged to acknowledge the Right of Exg/ifh 

nen, im general, to examfne a// Matters of Government 

and Religion, and are reduced toa few wretched Preva- 
fications, concerning the Exercife of it; which may be 
and is often turned, as They obferve very juitly, into 

Licentioufnefs. 1 call This however a wretched Preve- 

rication, becaufe the moft ingenuous Writers of their orn 

Party have often contefs'd that it is impoffible to prevent 

this Atufe of Liberty, without running a great Hazard of 
deftroying Liberty it/elfs fo that the only remaining Que- 

{tion is, whether We ought to give up all the great Ad- 

vantages of Liberty, rather than fubmit to fome {mall In- 
conveniencies, which naturally attend it. 

But there is one Point very nearly related to this 
Subjef, which hath never yet been fully explained 
fo the Publick ; and as I think Them extreamly interefted 
in it, I defign to examine it in this and a fubfequent 
Paper. The Point I mean is This; whether the common 
Method of proceeding againf? political Writers, under the 
Denomination of Libellers, is fridly agreeable to the pre- 
fent Coffitution of our Laws and if it is, whether We 
can be properly faid to enjoy any real Liberty of writing upon 
Matters of Government, or not —1 will begin with the 
Law, 2s I apprehend it to ftand at prefent; but in Order 
to judge rightly of This, itis neceflary to look a litcle 
backwards. 

In former Times, when the Prerogative run very high, 
the ufual Method of proceeding againit Writers, or Livel- 
ders, (which are fynonimous Terms in all Profecutions 
of this Kind) was by Jnformation in the Court of Star- 
Chamber. The Proceedings of .th:s Court were originally 
grounded, as my Lord Bacon obferves, on the common 
Law. But the Authority of it was afterwards confirm’d 
and enlarged by two As of Parliament in the Reigns 
of Henry VIL. and Heary VIIL. The Judgesof thi Court 
were compos’d chiefly of Privy Coun/ellors 5 fo tnit the 
very fame Perfons a&ted in the double Capacity of Legi/la- 
torsand Fudges, in their own-Caufe, and punifhed Men 
for pretended Crimes committed againft ‘Themfelves as 
Minifters; for ‘They firtt iffued arbitrary Proclamations 
from the Council Board, which had all the force of 
Laws in thofe Days, and afterwards infore’d Them with 
cruel Penalties in the Star-Chamber. 

It is natural to obferve that fvch a Court as This was 
eapable of being turn’d to the moft pernicious Purpofes, 
by the Influence of amiitious Princes, or erupt Mi 
wiffers, as Experience fhew’d that it actually had been 
under feveral Reighs, and in a Multitude of Inftonces ; 
but at length the Oppreflions of it grew fo ex rbitant, 
that the People refolved to bear Them no longer, and 
accordingly fupprefs'd it by an A&t of Parliament, in 
the Reign of King Charles the firf, to which He gave 
the royal Affent, as a grievous and moft tyrannical En- 
gine of Perfecution. 

It is neceflary to obferve farther that the Abolition of 
this-Court, in fo folemn a Manner, was occafioned, in a 
great Meafure, by the fanguinary Penalties, which it had 
been made Ufe of to infli€&t upon Writers. 

The Preamble to this A@ having recited Magna Cherta 
and feveral other antient Statutes, by which it is eita- 
blithed ** That no Freeman thall be condemned but by 
“* lawful Judgment of his Peers; nor taken by Petition, 
“or Si jon, made to the King, or to his Council, 
* unlefs it be by Jndiftment, or Prefentment of good and 
«* lawful People of the fame Neighbourhood, where fuch 
*« Deeds be dome, or by Procels made by Writ original 
** at the common Law; and forafmach as the proceeding 
** Cenfures and Decrees of the Court of Star Chamber 
** have by Experience been found to be an iniclerable 
* Bureben to the Subje4, and the Means to introduce an 
“* arbitrary Power and Government 5 it isenatted, for pre- 
venting the like in Time to come, 

r. « That the faid Court of Star-Chamber and all 
* JurifdiGtion, Powes and Authority belonging unto, or 





« exercifed in the fame Cuurt, or by any of the Judges, 
* Officers or Minifters thereof, be clearly and ablo- 
« lutely diffolved, taken away and determined, and that 
«© from henceforth no Court, Council, or Place of Judi- 
« cature fhall be erected, ordained, conftituted or appoint- 
« ed within this Realm of Exg/and or Dominion of Wales, 
«« which fhall have, ufe, or exercife the /eme, or the 
* like JurifdiBion as is, or hath been ufed, practifed, ar 
«* exercifed in the faid' Court of Star-Chamber. 

2. * It is alfo provided and enaéted that if any Per- 
« fon thall hereafter be committed, or reftrained of his 
«« Liberty, or fuffer Imprifonment by the Order, or 
«© Decree of any fuch Court of Star-Chamber, or other 
«« Court atorefaid now, or at any Time hereafter. having, 
“ or pretending to have the fame, or like jurifdiction, 
“Power, or Authority to commit or imprifon as «fore 
‘© faid; or by the Command, or Warrant of the King’s 
“« Maje#y, his Heirs, or Succeffors,.in their oun Perfon, 
© or by ‘the Command, or Werrant of the Conncil-/card, 
“ or of any of the Lords or others of his Majeity’s Privy 
“* Covnci/: that in every fach Cafe. the Perfon fo com- 
“ mitted, reftrained, cr imprifoned, fhall upon Metion 
«* made by his Council to the Judges of the King’s 
© Bench or Comon Plea:, inmediateiy have a Writ of 
** Habeas Corpus gronted Hm; and if any Thing hhall 
“* be otherwile wilfully done, or omitted to be done, by 
«* any Judge, Juftice, Officer, or other Perfon, contrary 
“‘ tothe Dircétion and true Meaning hereof, the Party 
‘« grieved fhall recover treble Damages. 

I think I may call his 44 the Foundation and Ground- 
work of the Liberty of the Prefs ; as it was defign’d to 
take away and for ever abolifh the Court of Star-Cham- 
ber, with all its Power, Jurifdi€tion and Authority, 
which had been exercifed in fo grievous a- Manner to 
the Punifhment of Witers,and threatened the Extinétion 
of all Learning, was as well as Liberty. 

But foon after the Reftoration of Kirg Charles the fe- 
cond, this A@ was almoft totally inval dated, fo far at 
ieait as it related to Writers, by another AG, inti:led, An 
48 for preventing Abufes in printing jeditious, treafonable 
and unlicens'd Books and Pamphl.ts, and for rezulating of 
Printing and printing Preffes.—By this /@ itis ordained,

Every Mafler Printer 
is likewife obliged, upon obtaining his Licence, to give

be lawfully Zicenjed. — He is likewife reftrained from 
having above fea printing Prefes ata Time (the Ma- 
fer or Wardens of the Company of Stations excepted, 
who are aHowed térze) without fpecial Leave ob- 
tained from the Archbifhop of Canterbury and the Bi- 
thop of London for the Time being —The Number of 
Apprentices, whom Printers and Fiunders of Letters 
are allowed to keep, is likewife limited by sis 44; 
and, to prevent all /ecret Printing, the licenfed Printers 
and Founders are required, under a Penaity, to find 
Employment for all Fourmeymen-Printers and Founders 
in their refpeftive Trades. Tothe fame Intent it is 
l:kewife made penal for any Perfon to fet up a Pring- 
ing-Prefs, or let any Houfe or Room for Printing, or 
to make, forge, caft, or import from abroad any Print- 
ing-Prefi, Iron Work, Letters, or other Materials for 
P inting, without firft giving Notice of it to the 
Matter, or Wardens of the Company of Starioners. 
5. “* By the fame A@ a Power is likewife given to 
one or more of his Majeity’s Me/engers,. by Warrant 
under his Sign Manga/, or under the Hands of one 
or more of his Majefty’s principal Secretaries of State, 
to fearch all Houfes and Shops, where They know, 
or have Reafon @ fafpe& that any unlicenced Books 
or Papers are printed, bound, or fitch’d; and to car- 
ry them and the Offenders before ane or more Juttices 
of the Peace, who are thereby authoriz’d and required

*¢ and punifhed for the fiid Offence”,—-By the Way, this 
feems to be a tacit Acknowledgement that Meffengers and 
Secretaries of State had no fuch Authority betore by the 
common Igw. Let me therefore ask whether ¢his Poewcr 
fusfifts by any Statute now in Force? 
* Laft’y, it is ordained that every Printer, or Founder, 
or any Perfon employed by them, who fhall be con- 
vidted of offending againft this AB, fhall be difabled, 
for his firft Offence, from exercifing his refpegtive 
Trade for the Space of three Years ; and for his {e- 
cond Offence be di/abled for ever, befides receiving 
fuch farther Punifhment, as by the Juftices of the 
Court of King's Bench, or Juftices of Oyer and Ter- 
‘* miner, or Jultices of Afizein their feveral Circuits, 
or Juitices of the Peace in their feveral Quarter Sef- 
fions, fhal] be thought fit to be infliéted. 
Thus was the Liberty of the Prefs at once given up 
to the Power of the Court by ¢his 42, which I thought 
Proper to cite in the molt material Claufes and Provifions, 
that the Publick might fee the Nature of that Power, 
for the Revival of which fo many mercenary Writers 
have been lately contending; I fay conterding; for thu’ 
They are not yet authorized to own the Defign, 1 defy 
Them to prove that their Wri ings, fairly interpreted, 
can have amy other Tendency; fince nothing but a Power 
of this Kind, wherefoever it may be lodged or by what- 
focver N me it may -be call’d, canever put a Stop to 
thofe Evils, which are the conftamt SubjeGis of their 
Complaints and Declamations, againft the Liderty of the 
Prefs. - 

And here I havea fair Opportunity of warning my 
| Countrymen againit any Innovetions, or Incroachments 
on thew Lilerties, by defiring Them to refle&t on the 
Occafiin and Circumftances of this 4% 3; which was 
made at firlt for treo Years only, wnder the Pretence of 
a prefing Exigenes and the unfettled State of Affairs at 
that particular Juncture 5 but was afterwards continued 
from Time to Time, as is too often the Cafe, and at laft 
was very near being made perpetua/, as I fhall have Oc- 
cilion to obferve in another Place. It likewife deferves 
their Notice that though the Minifers of thofe Times 
did not think fit to revive the Court of Star-Chemiéer, 
as They might ¢alily have done at fuch a Crifis, yet 
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They eftablified another Power in Themfe/ves, which [ 


ferv’d the fame Purpole and had the fame Effect ; for 
as their Predecefors puttheir own LEdicts in Execution 
againil all Perfons, who gsve Them any Offence by wri- 
ting, /peaking, or otherwile; fo They took f{pecial, Care, 
by thi: 42, that no Perion fliould prize any Fhing about 
Minifers, ov publick .lifairs, anlefs what was firft licens’d 
by Themfelves, or thir own Cre tures, without very 
great Ditficully and Danger; but as no Probibitions, or 
Penaties, were ever or will ever be able to deter an inju 
red free People from venting their Complaints, They 
found out another Method, or had it pointed out. to 
Them by fome ¢temporizing Lawyers, of fupplying ali 
the Power of the Star-Chaméer, which was left unre- 


ftored by the Livenfing A. ‘They did not indeed erect | 


ANOTHER Court with the fame, or the like Jurii- 
diftion as was exercifed in the Star-Chamber, and fo far 
it mult be confefs'd They comply’d with the Litter of 
the Law; but They fet up the fame, or the /ike Metkod 
of Profecution in the Court of King’s Bench, which had 


* been abolifti’d in the other Court, and thus fully renewed 


one of the heavielt Grievances that the Nation ever 
groan’d under, and which the Par/iamemt thought Them- 
felves obliged to redrefs in fo fignal and memorable a 
Manner. 

This Method of Proceeding being drawn into Precedeny 
by the Strength of Prerogative, and for want of /ea/anable 
Oppofition, fach a terrible Ute was made of it in the 
Reigns of King Char/es.and ames the fecond, as con- 
tributed not a little to raife that honeft. Spirit, which 
brought about she Jate glorims Revolution.

The moft material foreign News this Week is con- 
tained in the following Articles. 

Parma, O&. 26. N.S. We are already making Prepa- 
rations for the Dutchefs Dowager’s taking folemn Pof 
feflion of this Dutchy, upon St. Charles Borramcs's Day, 
in the Name of the Spanifh Infant; and her Highnels 
hath ordered new Medals to be ftruck, with the Eii- 
gies of the mew Dwke on one Side, and this Infcription, 
Carolus 1. Borsonius-Farnefius, novus Dux Parme 
&F Placentia; and on the Reverie, a royal Crown upon 
a Carpet with this Device, mox ,.vENisTs meaning, I 
fuptofe, the Crown of Lombardy, which was deftin’d to 
Him fome Years ago in the Enquiry. 

From France We have an Account that a zi/d Gir/, 
about eighteen Years of Age, was lately caught upon a 
Tree inthe Village of Chagay near Vitry, who eats no- 
thing but Leaves of the Trees and raw Fiefh; fhe runs 
like a Hare and climbs like a Cat—J/ would humbly re- 
commend a Treaty of Marriage between this French Sa 
vage and Peter, the wild German Boy, who was breught 
over hither in the laft Reign, in Hopes it may prove a 
Means of reconciting-tbe two Nations, in the prefent Cir- 
cumftances of Affairs. 

LONDON, November 13. 
Copy of a Letter from Governor Gledhill, dated at Pla- 
centia im Newfoundland, O4. 5. 1731. 

Am forry to give you this fatal Account. On Sun- 
day the 3d Inftant, by the Neglect of fome of the 
Fithermen in Capt. Philips’s Houle, (commonly call’d 
Owen's) a dreadful Fire broke out, which in half an 
Hour burnt down the faid Houfe, great Part of the Hop- 
leys, a Number of Boats and Shoalaways which were 
Joaden with Provifions. The Houfles of Hill, Haddock 
and: Salmon, with Part of Buddit’s, were burnt to Afhes. 
The leatt we compute in Salmon’s Houle was upwards 
of 10001. In my great Houfe at Hill's was 70,000 |b. 
of Bread, above go Narrels of Flour, and large Quan- 
tities of other Provifions. Hod it not been for the Vigi- 
lance of the Troops in this Garrifon, in getting out 
Powder, and blowing up fome of the Houles, the whole 
_— had been laid in Abhes, if not the Garrifon. 
appy was it that all the Ships, except one, were 
failed out of the Harbour. Words cannot exprefs the 
Diftraction and Diftrefles of this Place, nor the Calamity 
of poor indigent Families, intively ruined by this Acci- 
dent, Sam. Guepuitu. 

On Monday next about 70 Recruits, now in the Sa- 
voy, will be carried down the River, in order to be 
fhipp'd off for his Majefty’s Garrifon at Port Mahon. 

On Saturday lait Mr. Maynard, formerly a Shoemaker 
on Ludgate-Hill, ftood in the Pillory at the End of Or- 
mond-ftreet, purfuant to his Sentemce at Hicks’s-Hall, 
for a Mifdemeanor, in threatning to fwear Sodomy 
againft a Footman, and by that Means he exto?ted Mo- 
ney from him ; he is to fuffer fix Months Imprifonment. 

Wednefday Mr. Attorney-General mov'd the Court 
of Exchequer to appoint a Day for erguing before that 
Court the {pecial Verdi€t brought fome Time fince in 
a Caufe try’d between the King and Mr. Huggins, re 
lating to the Efcape of a Gentleman out of the Fleet 
Prifon, and Wednefday next was appointed. 

Dr. Richard Robinjon, a Senior Fellow of the Colleze 
of Phyficians, (fo juftly celebrated for the Cure of the 
Stone) and formerly a Fellow of the Royal Society ; bug 
having ablented himfelf from that hoaourable and learned 
Body for feveral Years laf palt, has lately been re-ad- 
miused. 


Tuefday Morning between Twelve and One o'Clock, 
the Turnkey ef the Gatehoufe Prifon at Weftminfler 
(who about a Fortnight ago was committed Prifoner to 
Newgate, for abufieg his Prifonersy and particularly for 
a Rape committed by him on the Body of Sarah Matts, 
a Priioner in his Cuftody, and as he was carrying to 
Gaol, made his Efcape Seah the Conftable) was retaken 
at a Publick Houfe in St. Alban’s-itreet and convey'd to 
-Newgite, according to his former Commitment, under 
a Guard of feven or eight Conftables and Watchmen. 
We hear that a Country Attorney, againft whom the 
Court of Common Pleas ordered an Attachment for abu- 
fing one of the Judges ef that Court in grofs Terms, 
has thought fit to abfcond. 

The Duke of Lorrain has been elegantly entertained 
at his Grace the Duke of Grafton’s Houfe in Suffolk, 
there having been every Day a Table with 25 Difhes at a 
Courfe, beftdes exceeding fine Deferts. 

On Saturday the 30th Day. of Odtober lait, one Mrs 
Sarah Tuck, a Mariner’s Wife at Rotherhith, was brought 
to Bed of three Children, two Boys and one Girl, which 
‘were the mext Day baptized at Rotherhith Church by 
the Reverend Dr. Lovell, one‘of his Majefty’s Chaplains ; 
and on Tusfday following of a fourth ftill-born Male 
Child. 

We hear that feveral curious Perfons have been to 
examine into the Nature of the Lots by the Fire in the 
Ffamous Cottonian Library, and have 7 rw difcovered 

hat the greateft Part of thofe invaluable Manufcripts are 
either deftroy’d by the Fire, or irreparably damaged by 
the Water made ufe of upon that Occafion, particularly 
one of the Magna Charta, figned in Runney Mead, be- 
tween Staines and Windfor, June 15, 1215, by King 
John, obliged by the Barons; feveral antient Papal Bulls, 
the Original Privy. Council Books, (for the clandeftine 
Embezzling of which, the Founder, Sir Robert Cotton, 
Bart. was examined in the Star-Chamber) and great Va- 
riety of other valuable Manufcripts. Such a Treafure of 
Englifh Hiftory was here repofited, that no particular 
Nation nor Age could boaft the like; and the Lofs is ir- 
retrievable, as few Copies had been taken of the Manu- 
fcripts. 

Laft Week Henry Worfley, Efq; late Governor of 
Barbadoes, arrived from that Ifland in the Bridgen, Capt. 
Wehiter, at Cows in the Jfle of Wight. 

We formerly gave an Account of a Lute-ftern’d Pink, 
of which Daniel Haley was Mafter, with a Cargo worth 
20,000 Crufadoes, having been run away with by her 
Crew from the Weitern Iflunds, where they left the Ma- 
tter, and fet all on Shore that did not approve of their 


put toSea. Sept. 22 came Letters from New York by 
the Catherine, Capt. Vater, which is arrived at Dover 
in her Way to Holland, dated O@.
